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N the firſt Ages of the World, there appears 
to have been greater ſimplicity and inge- 
nuity berwixt Nations, and amongſt particular 
amilies and perſons, in their Commerce, and 
ranſmilſsion of Rights ro Lands, and other 
oods from one to another,than now in thele 
Jays; In that they uſed tewer Solemnities, 
and ſhorter Writs taereanent; which if they 
ontained the neceſſary words and exprelsions 
n aplain ſtyle known to all, it was elteemed 
nd accepted of as ſufficient, tor perfecting 
ontratts and Bargains of greateſt moment. 
However I am opinion ( although Þ pretend 
Ot to any degree of knowledge 1 antiquity 
nd Hiſtory ) that there was in uſe very early 
the World, when men began to increaſe 
nd ſpread through the earth, ſome certain 
dutward atts, and ſenſible deeds, more than 
dare verbal words in Bargains and Contracts 
f greater conſequence,ſpecially in tran{mitting 
he Right to Lands, and putiing in poſleſsion 
hereof. 
And conform whereunto I humbly think 
at place in Gem. cap. 23. ver. 16,17. and 20. 
here it's recorded, that the Field of Ephron. 
1th the Cave and Trees in the Field, ce} 
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| fare, which is repeated again in the foreſaid 20 
' _ nerſe, viz. (were made ſure,) doth intimat and 
import ſome ſolemnity, and at uſed for con- 
veying the right thereto from the ſors of Heth 
ts Abraham, more than bare verbal words and 
agreement : For as the purchafler Abraham 
weighed the Silver agreed upon, wiz. 400 
Shekels current 310vcy with the Merchant ; (0 
its preſumed the right to the Field and Cave 
was tranſmitted, 2nd he pur in poſſeſſion by 
ſome certain outward att and tolemnity, tor 
confirming the ſame againſt all perſons, and 
controverſies that might ariſe thereafter, which 
the words made ſure, may bear and infer. 

But as Nations multiplied, and the earth re- 
pleniſhed with people, and diſtin& intereſt and 
property more regarded, then the matter of 
tran{miſhon of Rights from one people or per- 
ſon to another , el{pecially Lands and Fields 
came to be clogged with ſome more (olemni 
ties and formalities, and that both in and by 
Writ and other outward deeds, underſtood b 
the ſenſes of ſeeing, hearing, touching, Cc. fo 
the yet more ſure confirming the tight to the 
thing tranimitted. 

Anent whicl: thar paſſage (for I never rea 
the Roman Laws and Civilians upon the Head 
in Ruth, cap. 4.7. &c. and that other in Je 
cap. 32-v. 8, 9. ec. doth clear : Where, 1 

' + firlt plice,the paſſing over of an Inheritanc

of Land from one to another ( together with 
the Wife of the deceaſt Proprietar ) was to be 
{ confirmed by the next Kinſman his taking of 
his ſhoe and-giving to the parchaſler,asa [yme 
bol of tranſmiflion, and ceding the Kedempti- 
on tohim, and this done in a {@lemn manner, 
viz. betore Judges and Witnefles ſpecially cal- 
led and conveened thereanent, 

And in the ſecond place of Sacred Scripture, 
expreſs mention is made of Subſcribing the E- 
videntor Writ,and Sealing it, and taking Wit- 
Y] neſſes, and weighing the Money in the Bals 
lance, and one Rvident Sealed, and another o- 
pen; and all this [ according to Law andcuftome] 
1mporting(Iconjeture)there weretwo doubles, 
whether the one in a publick Record, and the 
4 other given to the Purciafler, or the one to 
| the buyer, and the other co the (eller; or ſome 
other ſolemnity, I ſhall not determine. 

So that from what hath been {2id, we may* 
obſerve, that ſuch is the unfaithfulnels, diſin- 
genuity, and want of truth amongſt men, that 
they neither will nor may reſt upon, and truſt 
in one anothers bare word, or verbal promiſe, 
in their mutual Contracts, Tranſlations, and 
Obligations with and to one another, unleſs 
there be adhibite ſome other outward aft, and 
4 lenſible ſign, whereby their ingagements may 

be the more clear, plain, and binding, and the 
meaning of Parties underſtood: And amonglt; 
theſe ſolemnities requiſite in Law, for conſum 
mating” 
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mating and perfefting of thoſe Contradt, 
Kights, and Obligations, the moſt uſua], neceſ- 
far, ſuitable and ordinary, is that of Writ, Ch;- 
yographw, Hand- writing. 

And hence it is, that as Nations and King. 
doms grew more populous and polite, and 
their Commerce and Trading with others, and 
amoneſt themſelves did increaſe, and intereſt 
and property the more ftraitned and bound- 
ed, by reaſon of the multiplying of people, 
yea alſo by the progrefie of Learning, and e- 
re&ing of Univerſities and Schools, whereby. 
as the truth came the more to be cleared, and 
error diſcovered; (o indeed, ſubtilty, deceit, 
and fraudtul contrivances did increaſe more 
and more, and yet under the colour of right 
and Law ; therefore there was found a necel- 
ſity by wiſe men and Law givers to provide 
by all means poſſible, that every ones reſpec- 
tive Right and Property might be ſo ſettled, 
cleared and confirmed, by, and in theſe Wri- 
tings and Evidents, that all theſe frauds and 
deceits might be prevented, and guarded a- 

ainſt, 

And it is bevond all diſpute, that in this 
Kingdom, ſince the inſtitution of the Colledge 
of Juſtice, and within theſe hundred yearsby- 
gone, there are many more Writs and Securt- 
ties uled for the conveyance and conſummat- 
irg Rights and Obligations, than formerly ; 
And allo theſe Writs containing many more 
pale 
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The Preface. 
particular clauſes and proviſions as debates 
did thereupon ariſe, and which is ſtill increat- 
ed by the multitude of thole that attend Courts, 
and apply themſelves as Writers for their ſub- 
ſiſtence; miny of whoſe covetouſnels of gain, 
deceit in contrivance, and ignorance in draw- 
ing of Writs,both begets Law-ſuits and Plea's, 
and occaſions the lengthning of Writs with {o 
many Claules, unknown in fermer times, if 
not ſuperfluous, which can only be corrected 
and ſtopped, were there more ſimplicity and 
integrity among(t thole profeſling to be Wri- 
ters, and betwixt Parties in their Commerce 
and Aﬀairs, and Lawyers more ingenious 1n 
their Diſputes vpon Clauſes and their import, 
and finally Judges more impartial and unitorm 
in determining thereon. 

It is obſerved, that before the Reformation 
in this Kingdom, as Church-men did, almeſt, 1 
wholly reſtri Learning and the Liberal Arts 
to themſelves ; (o likewiſe they rook upon 
them. as to be Judges in Civil Matters, fo to 
be publick Nottars, and drawers of Securities 
and Inſtruments of, and concerning Lands, 
Heretages, and other Goodsand Afﬀairs, which 
Nottars were admitted, and had theirdepen- 
dence on Biſnops and the Pope ; and therefore 
to this day Nottars defign themſelves of (uch a 
Biſhoprick or Precin@. 

But ſince the Reformation, when Learning 
and | 
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and the Liberal Arts came to be more puh. 
lick and free to all, Secular as well as others, 
Church-men were moſt juſtly ryed up to mat- 


ters Spiritual and Eccleſiaſtical 3 and affairs of 


a Civil and Worldly concern, and particular. 
ly the drawing and forming of Securities and 
Inſtruments, left to the Laity, or Secular men, 
bred up at Schools, and with theſe profeſſing 
the Law, ſuch as Judges, Advocats, Writers to 
the Signet, Nottrars, Oc. 

And it is too often ſeen, that from the moſt 
plain and cleareſt Writs and Securities, Cavil- 
lers and Liiigious Perſons may get ſome Sen- 
tence, Word, or other thing in Matter or Form 
therein, whereby to draw it in queſtion, in 
order to evite the obligation thereof, which 
how jaſtly,the juſt,tho not clear ſighted Judge, 
will even {ometimes demur, and not immedi- 
atly elpy. 

Contorm whereunto I have read of one Co- 
rax a Rhetorician, who being deſired to reach 
one Tyſizs his Art and Sxill, d1d Covenant and 
agree to do the ſame, on this condition, and 
in theie terms, v7z. That Ty/zzs ſhould pay to 
Corax halt the Money agree | upon beforehand, 
and the other half, when the ſaid Ty/as firſt 
overcame and defeat his adverſarl(y in the plead- 
ing of a Cauſe; which Contract ſeemed plaia 
enough : But io it was, that altho Ty/zas prov- 
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ed a good proficient in the ſtudy of eloquence] 


yet 


yet would not take upon him to plead Cauſes, 


ſras, that however the cale be decided, thou 
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Corax thinking he deferred his Pleading only, 
becauſe he intended to deprive him of his due 
exprelsly agreed upon, as aforeſaid, he pur- 
ſues Ty/7as for payment , and brought this Ar- 
gument before the Judge, viz. Know this Ty- 


muſt pay me the Money ; for it thou prevail, 
then my Money is due , contorm to the ex- 
preſs Bargain between us; 1t I overcome, then 
it is due by Law. To which it was aniwered 
by 1z/1as Detender, That in neither cales he 
could be lyable ; for, if you Corax overcome 
in Judgment, then by Compact betwixt us, 
you cannot require any Money; for our Bar- 
gain was, that you ſhould have it when I 0- 
vercame : But it I caſt you and be afloilzied, k 
you cannot lawfully ask it of me, being quir- 
ted by the Judges (entence. The Judge hear- 
Ing this Debate and witty Reply, giving no 
definitive (entence in the caſe, but cenlured the 
perions, by alluding to the name Coraex from 
the Greek ſigntfication thereof, 3. e. Mal; 
Corvi malum ef ozu1, that is,an evil Crow has 
anevil Egg, like Father like Son, a Crafty Ma- 
ſter will make a knaviſh Schollar. 

And therefore, and by reaſon of mens dif- 
hdence of one another in their mutual tran(. 
attions and commerce, there is an abſolute 
necellity both in having Writ, and ſome Obli- 
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gation under a Mans Hand for binding him, 
and allo thele containing many Clauſes con- 
ceived without a dubious meaning, and com- 
prehending every thing that can be any way 
imagined to relate to the nature of the Securi- 
ty in hand. 
And that itis ſo, and for which caule, both
